
 

Greenville County Assistance Programs 

 

Greenville Human Relations Commission - Provides free advice and assistance to those Greenville area 

homeowners who are in danger of being foreclosed on as part of Loss Mitigation and Foreclosure Prevention 

Programs. The agency also gives free advice to those considering high interest loans (High Cost Loans) and those that 

were taken advantage of through Predatory Lending and high interest rate mortgages. (864) 467-7095  

Homeownership Resource Center – This agency has a foreclosure counseling program. The services are mostly free 

for low income residents. 1-888-320-0350  

Urban League of the Upstate -.A housing and foreclosure counseling agency for Greenville homeowners that offers 

numerous programs, counseling, job finding services, etc. While financial aid is very limited, there may be some 

limited financial aid or loans for housing costs, including rent.  (864) 244-3862 

Salvation Army of Greenville County – They have several resources and services for Greenville residents. They are 

providing emergency financial assistance and cash grants to help those people who need rent help, utility bill 

assistance, help for medical bills, and more. (864) 235-4803 

United Ministries - Provides limited financial assistance on a first come first serve basis. The organization also 

offers free food, medications, and heating bill assistance. Other services include help with increasing employment and 

educational skills. (864) 232-6463 

Golden Strip Emergency Relief & Resource Agency - This non-profit agency in Simpsonville helps low income 

families who are experiencing a financial emergency or hardship. They assist residents with essential needs such as 

food, offer medications and prescription drugs, provide referrals to health clinics, utility bill help, education, and 

counseling services, and can even provide funds for rent and mortgage payments. (864) 688-2233 

Catholic Charities of the Piedmont Deanery is an agency with limited funds, and they can provide dental assistance 

from the SAVE A SMILE program (restorative dental care dentures for low-income families with no health 

insurance). Housing, rent, and mortgage payment assistance. Limited case/care management as well as referrals to SC 

and federal government programs. Senior consultation, information/referral on government programs, and advocacy.

Soteria Community Development Corporation has numerous assistance programs, including legal aid, clothing 

closet, grants and financial assistance (utilities, rent and mortgage), debt reduction and financial budgeting and credit 

repair workshops, free food pantry, foreclosure prevention clinic, and housing assistance. (864) 272-0681 

Community Action of the Piedmont region offers programs for those facing poverty, the unemployed, and children. 

The non-profit, known as PCA, has a few core focus areas. The agency has grants for paying utility bills as part of the 

Low-Income Home Energy Assistance Program. Conservation is available from the free weatherization program.

Greenville County Redevelopment Authority (864) 242-9801 is one of the partner organizations of the federal 

government created Homelessness Prevention and Rapid Rehousing Program (HPRP). This rent and housing program 

was put into place with stimulus dollars and other grants. Qualified low-income people can receive up to 18 month’s 

worth of rental help.  

St. Mary Magdalene Catholic Church - This church can provide aid including various forms of financial assistance 

for bills, and help is made available to those in need. Access a food pantry, utility assistance, and more.  2252

PRESCRIPTION DRUG DISCOUNT 

The prescription drug discount program offers savings on prescription drugs for residents without health insurance or 

a traditional benefits plan or residents who have prescriptions that are not covered by insurance. The Prescription 

Discount Card is FREE to all Greenville residents, regardless of age, income or existing health insurance. Card users 

can save an average of 20% off the regular retail price of prescription drugs at participating pharmacies. 

Visit Caremark to access the program online. There, you can print a card, check drug prices and locate 

participating pharmacies. For more information, call 1-888-620-1749 toll free. Residents can also pick up a 

card at City Hall, located at 206 South Main Street. This is not insurance. Discounts are only available at 

participating pharmacies. By using this card, participants agree to pay the entire prescription cost less any 

applicable discount. Savings may vary by drug and pharmacy.
